Edward Insley, W ho Served 
Journals of East and W est, 
Victim of Cancer ‘

Edward Insley, widely known 


newspaper man and, in his earlier 
days, a foreign correspondent for 
several New York newspapers, died 


early yesterday morning at the 
Covina Hospital. His death was 
due to a cancer of the stomach. 

Though ill for several years 
Mr. Insley was absent from his 
work but a few days. When his 
condition became serious he was 
removed to the hospital but, con- 
vinced that he would recover, he 
refused to have his family called 
from their beach home until Thurs- 
day, when his cendition became 
critical. His wife and three children 
were at his bedside when he passed 
away. 

Mr. Insley, who was 58 years 
of age, began his career as a 
newspaper man on the Chicago 
Tribune when 19 years of age. 
Later he served with several New 
York newspapers, his ability final- 
ly winning him a post as foreign 
correspondent for some of the 
leading newspapers of those years. 

He returned from overseas to 
become night city editor of the 
Chicago Tribune. About twenty 
Years ago he came to this city 
and accepted an executive position 
with the Los Angeles Examiner.

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Coroners Jury Finds Constable Flood Fatally 
W ounded Victim in Pursuance of Duty 


A Coroner’s fury yesterday, aft- 
er the most extended inquest ever 
conducted at Whittier, exonerated 
Deputy Constable Charles Flood of 
any blame in the death of Ray 


Colima, brother of Bert Colima, 
the Whittier prizefighter. 

The jury found that Constable 
Flood had sent the bullet into 
8 back in pursuance of his 
duty. 

Constable Flood refused to tes- 
tify during the inquest, standing 
on his legal right that anything 
he would say might later be used 
against him. He was surrounded 
by elght armed deputies and a 
large number of other deputies 
were on guerd at the mortuary 
to quel] a possible outbreak by Co- 
lima’s friends. 7 

These filled the mortuary to 
suffocation. They expressed their 
anger in plair. terms and it was 
only through the admonitions of 
Bert Colima, their idol, that they 
were kept from violence. 

Colima, whose real name was 
Rudolf Romero, was shot and fat- 
ally wounded by the Deputy Con- 
stable at Los Nietos on the night 
of the 14th inst. after a free-for- 
all fracas in front of a dance hall 
in which he is said ta have been 
@ participant. Constable Flood ar- 
rived on the scene and attempted 
to disperse the fighting mob, but 
he was knocked down. He drew 
his revolver and shot at his as- 
sailants, the bullet lodging in Co- 
lima’s back and penetrating his 
abdomen. He was running away 
from the spot when shot, accord- 
ing to testimony given at the in- 
quest. 

Colima died Friday at the Mur- 
phy Memorial Hospital at Whit- 
tier and Constable Flood was 
placed under

IN CANADA 


French Language Used in 
First Station Which Still 
Holds Popularity 


Though radio stations come and 
go. Canada’s premier station 
CKAC not only remains constant- 
ly in operation, but grows steadi- 


ly in popularity. When broedcast- 
Ang was born in the industria] city 
of Pittsburg. there were about 
a dosen wireless amateure in 
Montreal, none of whom thought 
the Canadian metropolis capable 
of falling into line with the big 
cities across the border, in this 
very latest invention. 

Newspapers carried items about 
the conversations and entertain- 
ment heard from short distances; 
but none gave much consideration 
to the future of radio. Local wire- 
less companies. with primitive 
stations, emitted more or less 
comprehensive syllables and 
played gramophone reco 

The Montreal newspapers re- 
mained uninterested, es lily the 
French publications, owing to the 
lack of direct interest radio 
brought to their readers, unfamill- 
iar with the English language. 

One day. however, in April, 1922. 
Cahada'’s largest daily, and one of 
the most important French publi- 
cations in the world. La Presse. 
came out with a front page article, 
stating that a contract hed been 
signed with the Marconi Company 
for the erection of a 5600-watt 
transmitting radiophone station. 
The French were jubilant and the 
local radio business took a 100 
per cent jump. with the prospect 
of this new station of their own. 

Engineers were immediately put 
to work, towers wer, erected and 
@ spacious studio built on the 
roof of the La Presse Building, 
and trials were made during the 
next four months. The official 
opening of regular scheduled en- 
tertainment took place September 
30. when Mary Pickford and Doug- 
las airbanks faced the micro- 
phone. They startled their au- 
dience by addressing them in per- 
fect French. 

Although 80 per cent of the 
population of the Province of 
Quebec is of French origin and 
speaks French almost exclusively, 
La Presse, realizing that theirs was 
the only station of any a 
in the Canadian metropol made 
it a bilingual station. Ail an-

HOOVER NOT FOR 
RADIO CONTROL 
Not Favor Censorship 


Air Could be Kept Clean by 
Agreements 

National Conference to 
Consider Subject 


Ie everything stMtable for broad- 
casting? Should there be any 
censorship over material put on. 
the air by private broadcasters? 
These are questions which are very 
likely to be raised at the third 
national radio cénference soon to 
be held in Washington. i 

Secretary Hoover has announced 
himself as against any form of 
censorship, and yet as the govern- 
mental administrator of radio, he 


is apt to be called upon to de- 
side such questions when com- 
plaints come from listeners-in who | 
disapprove of some sorts of enter-— 
tainment, the acknowledgment of 
telegrams, raw jokes, and express- | 
ions of opinion subject to eriti- 
cism. 

For example: What could be 
done with an individual who con- 
tinually cursed and swore in the 


— 


or who chose to interrupt the 
broadcasting of « sermon with 
impertinent remarks from his own 
trar.smitter? 

These things have occurred and 
may be repeated unless some law 
can be unearthed or created to 
prevent such practice. Under pres- 
ent radio laws, it is doubtful if | 
the offender could be handled with 
anything like justice to incensed | 
fans or the clergyman who was, 
interrupted. 

There is apparently no law 
against saying what one pleases on 
the air. Radio regulations, which | 
were originally promulgated for 
commercial and amateur radio 
telegraph transmission provide | 
that: “No person shall transmit | 
or make a signa! containing pro- | 
fane or obscene words or lan- 
guage.” It is understood pretty | 
generally trat “transmit” applies 
to voice transmissions by a radio 
phone, but it would probably re- 
quire a court decision to settle this 
point satisfactorily. It is hoped 
that the broadcasters themselves 
will voluntarily agree to ebide by 
the telegraph rules as interpreted 
by th Commerce Department. 

Most broadcasters like to ac- 
know ledge congratulatory tele- 
grams, which in general has been 
banned, being considered private, 
point-te-po‘nat service and not 
etrictly broadcasting. But the 
question of whether a station is 
not entitled to do this is sure to 
be asked at the co . Some 
advocate the granting of ai least 
few minutes during an evening's 
prograro to acknowledgments ad-

| FINDS BOREIN 
At the entrance to the Orena 
patio with its row of olive trees 


and one great flower-burdened An- 
gel's Trumpet tree all set in the 
brick, the writer found that art- 
ist whose etchings are the most 
popular in this country, Edward 
Borein. Incidentally the first pur- 
chase of drawings by this cow- 
boy artist were made by Charles 
Lummis, Los Angeles’ firet librari- 
an and editor of the West Coast 
Magazine in which the etchings 
were used.

Speaking of photographers, one 
of the finest in the country who 
for years has carried on his art 
in Santa Barbara drawing a large 
percentage of his patronage from 
Montecito, of course, has remained 
cold to the call of the Little Street 
in Spain. But in his studio down 
by the ocean front he has always 
ecured considerable quiet, es- 
ially since the burning of the 
old Hotel Potter. The reference is 
to Mr. Gledhills. But now that 
Ole Hanson, son of the ex-Mayor 
of Seattle, is exploiting the 
spacious grounds of the fire-razed 
caravansary, by snipping the ele- 
gant greensward and all the flow- 
ering flood of pink Bella Donna 
lilies into city lots we wonder it 
this skilled craftsman with the 
camera will not succumb to the 
Little Street replete with Spanish 
atmosphere. 

DIFFERENT CLASS 

He told the writer that Santa 
Barbara was no longer drawing the 
wealthy class as in former days, 
that the real estate gentry had 
done their work well and that 
quite another class was flocking 
into the old mission town. The 
writer agreed. The big fight put 
up against the proper zoning of 
the town proved it. Still such fea- 
tures as the Street In Spain may 
save the town from being robbed 
of its charm and becoming merely 
commonplace and woefully prosaic. 

William Thomes, Boston writer, 
who visited Santa Barbara in 1843 
says, “In nearly every house there 
was the twanging of guitars.” And 
even today in the Mexican quarter 
down where the tules cover ti 
barrancas and the scattered pig 
pear trees planted by the Spanish 
grandees in their vanished gar- 
dens still bear fruit, the vigorous 
strumming of guitars comes from 
open doorways morning, noon and 
night. This same Thomes, who 
had visited the town when her 
grandfather was el Senor Com- 
mandante, returned many years 
later and called upon the family, 
Miss Delphina De le Guerra told 
the writer one day. What would 
that great overlord of early Cali- 
fornia say could he return and 
see the City Hall torn down that 
the plaza of Don Jose Antonio 
Jultan De le Guerra’s day Might 
be returned unto its own! That his 
granddaughters who still occupy 
one-half of the house of their il- 
lustrious kinsman, can witness the 
transformation, is one of the most 
charming features of the whole 
history in the upbullding of this 
Little Street In Spain. |

former days. The western ex- 
tremity of the lttle street is al- 
ready completed and is in the 
form of another of the famous old 
adobes now turned into the Ca- 
brillo studios. 

Many years ago John McGroarty, 
author of the Mission Play, pro-

‘MEMPHIS (r.. u.) Sept. 20.— 
Reports from correspondents, com- 
piled for the Commercial Appeal 
indicate that the condition of the 
cotton crop throughout the belt 
as a whole at September 16, 1924, 
was 67.2 per cent of a normal 
crop compared with 60.7 per cént 
at ptember 1. 

The indicated yield is 12,861,- 
000 bales, exclusive of linters, gov- 
ernment acreage, allowing 1 per 
cent for abandoned acreage. 

The Commercial-Appeal condi- 
tion figure for September 8, last 
year, was 49.7 per cent of a nor- 
mal, and the indicated yield 10,- 
240,000 bales: for September 25, 
it waa 47.8 


A loss of 157,000, bales in the 
crop prospect since September 1 is 
indicated. 

Deterioration was rather severe 
in portions of Texas, and some oth- 
er sections of the belt because 
of drought, but this in a measure 
was offset by considerate improve- 
ment elsewhere. In no portion of 
the belt has there been any great 
change either for the better or 
worse during the period.

FIRST STATE 
‘VIGILANTES’ 
HERE IN 1836 


Summary Justice Meted 
Out to Unfaithful Wife 
and Lover by Squad 


BY B. G. ROUSSEAU 
The first vigilance committee in 
the State of California was, con- 
trary to popular belief, in Los An- 
geles in 1886. The reason was 
much the same that brought forth 
the viliglantes twenty years later 


the people in the integrity of those 
supposed to enforce them. During 
the years of the revolution be- 
tween 1830 and 1840 frequently 
laws and struggies of dif- 
leren political factions for sur 
premacy were too conducive to a 
contempt for all law and order. 
In too many instances 
escaped punishment 
law's delay. Another thing, no 
California court of law could Pass 
the death sentence on any civilian 
until the findings had been ap- 
proved by the Superior Tritunal of 
the mother country, Mexico. Th 
was a long-drawn-out process at- 
tendant with much red tape, and 
criminal had a good 
dying of old age before his case 
came up for final adjudication. 


7 FORMED IN 1836 


The Los Angeles, vigilance com- 
mittee was o ized in the home 


of Juan Temple, April 7, 1836, and 


was called the “Junta Defensora 
De La Seguridad Publica” (United 
Defenders of the Public Security, 
or Safety.) Ite motto, which has 
been attributed to a quotation from 
Montesquien’s “Exposition of the 
Laws,” was “Salus populi suprema 
lex est” (the safety of the people 


.| le the supreme law.) 


There is a marked similarity 


„between the Los Angeles Junta De- 


fensora of 1836 and the San Fran- 
cisco Vigilance Committee of 1856. 
It ig sald no historian save Ban- 
croft has found the account of this 
proceeding, which is in the archives 
of Los Angeles city. 

"he circumstances of the form- 
ing of, the Junta Defensora are as 
follows: In 1836 Domingo Feliz 
was a highly respected and wealthy 
landowner and half-partner of the 
Los Feliz rancho. He was wedded 
toa young and pretty woman named 
Maria del Rosario Villa. Despite 
all his love and attention the pret- 
ty Maria del Rosario grew tired 
of her dotihg husband and cast 
longing and covetous eyes at Ger- 
vacio Alispaz, a handsome, disso- 
lute young Mexican from Sonora, 
She finally deserted her husband 
for her lover, with whom she went 
to live at San Gabriel. 

Feliz truly loved his erring wife 
and wanted her back, but to all 
his pleadings she turned a deaf ear, 


while Alispaz by turns threatened 


and insulted the distraught hus- 
band At last, in despair, Feliz 
had recourse to the courts for re- 
dress. Maria del Rosario was ar- 
rested and brought back to Los 
Angeles, where a reconciliation was 
effected, and two days later hus- 
band and wife left town for Los 


Fels rancho, both riding the same 
horse 


. Somewhere on the road 
they met Aliepaz and a fight took 
place between the men in which 
Fellz was stabbed to death by the 
woman's lover and the body 
draeced'to a ravine, where it was 
covered with leaves and brush. It 
was diecovered the next day, March 
29. — — woman and Alispaz 
were a od.

In our towns and cities, too, 
where trees are so greatly needed, 
they have been sacrificed in the m- 
terests of lawns or 
multitude of so-caled improve- 
ments. One by one the trees which 
me le of the old Puebles and Mis- 
sions, of beauty. have been 


gardens 
felled. The groves which sheltered |. 


the Spanish haciendas, have van- 
ished with the music and romance 
of those happy days. The Spanish 
settiecrs worshiped trees—their 
American successors worshiped 
dollars and destroyed the gardens 
of beauty—for a city must be bullt 
and land subdivided. If a tree 
stood in the way of a house of a 
shack, so much the worse for the 
tree. Where the veil of illusion is 
most needful to hide the sordid 
ugliness of a miserable tenement, 
trees are conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. Yet we find the same fault 
in other sections of our cities than 
the poorer tenement districts. Fine 
houses stand out in unrelleved 
white glare. Even classic archi- 
tecture, whose beauty needs no 


concealing, would be enhanced by 
partial pees through a vel! of 
living green. 


The motorist in Southern Call- 
fornia is perpetually reminded of 
the „ which neglects to 
trees along every highway. 
But 2 he sees the destruction 
on every side of trees that have 


traveler and beauty for the land- 
seizes him. 
He wonders that such vandalism 
is permitted. Giant peppers, beau- 
tiful fern trees, tall eucalyptus 
groves bordering sunny highways 
have been ruthlessly ‘sacrificed.

Having visited Asia Minor on two occas- 
sions, with the sole purpose of investigat- 
ing the fig industry from the orchard to the 
packing house, I can fully indorse the cor- 
respondent's statement that the fruit is 
handled under insanitary conditions in 
Smyrna. Furthermore, it is true that the 
trade there is practically in the hands of 
Duropean and American jobbers, who fix 
the prices the fruit shall command in this 
country. I do not, however, know any meth- 
od by which this can be offset except for 


the California fig interests to exploit the 


domestic market with a superior product, 
selling at a price that will drive the foreign 
fruit out of the market. Our several fruit 
growers’ co-operative marketing associa- 
tions have the problem constantly before 
them.

—— Possibly the latter largely influ- 
ences the importation of figs and raisins 
from Smyrna into this country. These are 
factors that California fruit interests must 
master. Conditions affecting sales 5 
efforts vary with the seasons, are almost a 
daily problem. That they have not always 
been conquered is evidenced by the fact that 
California dried-fruit products are alwa 
more or less menaced by “hold-over” cro 

At present it id estimated that there 
in bearing something over 12,000 acres of 
fig orchards in this State, and that there is 
an additional 30,000 acres in non 
young orchards which will regularly in- 
crease the total annual crops. Stated in an- 
other way, there are in the neighborhood 
600,000 trees in bearing and about 1,500,000 
trees of young orchards coming into bear- 
ing. If we allow fifty pounds (a low esti 
mate) of cured figs to the full bearing tree, 
the present output is something like 30,000,- 
000 pounds. 

In 1922.23, this result was not attained, 
due to frosts in the former year, and a sea- 
son of scant in the latter. Under 
these adverse conditions the crop ran dbout 
20,000,000 pounds. Now if we allow the non- 
bearing trees a yield of fifty pounds of dried 
fruit (which will eventually be the case 
in well-cared for orchards) we will have an 
additional tonnage of 75,000,000 pounds; 
this added to the present output will give 
an annual yield in average years of some 
thing over 100,000,000 pounds. These fig- 
ures look formidable, nevertheless they rep- 
resent an annual consumption of less than 
one pound per capita of our population. 

The importation (before the destruction 
of the City of Smyrna by the Turks) was 
about 30,000,000 pounds, If we add this to 
the presem domestic crop, it allows of a 
consumption of less than half a pound of 
figs to every man, woman, and child in this 
country. Intelligent exploitation of the 
tritive values of figs und fig food products in 
the human dietary should develop a good 
market for every pound of figs we can pro- 
duce. provided that we observe quality and 


sen at a price within the reach of the mass 


of consumers. As for cleanliness and at- 
tractiveness of pack, there is no comparison 
between the imported and the different 
grades of California dried, canned and proc- 
essed fruits.

The Chinese Cabbage continued succulent 
growth, the first heads being cut about the 
middle of July, after having been tied for 
blanching. 

Then came the bush beans, the tender 
“Kentucks” and last and most welcome— 
the sweet corn. Of this I was especially 
proud, for I had planted it very close, there 
being over 90 stalks in the 10 by 10-foot block. 
These 90 stalks, which grew to a height of 
six feet, very tall for Golden Bantam, pro- 
duced over 90 edible ears. The second 
planting did not do so well, as I did not 
fertilize it very heavily. 

It is close to the middle of September as 

I write this and my wife reports that we 


vegetables since the garden began to pro- 
duce. We do not eat potatoes—that is, at 
home. Both of us have our lunch out, and 
get enough of that fattening vegetable then. 
Tt have kept close count of produce taken 
out of the garden and also of all expense lu 
curred through its upkeep. The Japanese 
Climbing cucumbers are very prolific and 
have. already borne 163 “cukes;” all plant- 
ings of corn yielded 137 ears; wax beans 
produced twenty-two pounds of beans. Oth 
of Kentuckys, through their short season, 
produced twenty-two pounds fo beans. Oth- 
er vegetables taken out so far are as fol- 
lows: Chinese cabbage, thirty-four heads;

Strap Léaf turnip as an intercrop. The rad- 
ishes matured first, then the turnips were 
taken out, and now the carrots are free to 
make normal growth. The root and salad 
crops planted on the double rows are the 
only ones we care for. | 

Next to the fourth double row I left a 
space of about two feet, then I measured 
off for two rows of pole beans, rows two 
feet apart. I planted the Kentucky Won- 
ders, for there is no better string bean than 
the old reliable and prolific Kentucky Won- 
der. I planted the second row two weeks 
later than the first. 

When these were planted, I had a space 
twelve feet wide left and | measured this 
off into six rows two feet apart, of which 
I planted five to Golden Bantam sweet corn 
and one to Lemon cucumbers for pickling. 
My first planting of corn consisted of five 
rows, half the width of the garden, or a 
block 10 by 10 feet in dimension. The other 


I planted in small blocks to insure proper 
pollination. 

The first plantings in our garden were 
made on May 10: Others continued for 
some time.

By end- 
less patient effort, by the application of scientific 
knowledge, by this means and that battles were being 
won and the trumpets of victory were making music in 
the air. 

Well, sir, it certainly was a thing to warm the heart 
of any man to see what these women are doing. And 
we forgot all about the grindstone that was waiting for 
us in the den at San Gabriel, and all about the moun- 
tain of work that Was waiting for us there. We had 
been the witness of miracles. We had seen women 
giving their beautiful lives to the poor and the 
wretched, And although work is a great thing, this 
thing that we saw was still better. And it is a thing 
that we shall have more to say about later on.

would find inside a number of valves which 


prevent the blood from flowing backward 


in the opposite direction from the heart. 

I presume you know that veins bring the 
blood to the heart, arteries away from the 
heart. 

The valves of the veins hold the blood 
when the pressure of the heart acting as a 
pump is insufficient to bring the blood all 
the way to the heart chambers. 


When the blood stream becomes acid and 
sufficiently irritated, this irritation imparts 
if to the valves. They fail to close ade- 
tely. Small quantities of venous blood 
adhere close to the valvular surfaces. These 
undergo degeneration and decay. They be- 
come larger, bit by bit forming the small 
swollen nobs present in varicose veins. 

Therefore, the actual varicose condition 
is nothing but accumulations of decaying 
blood present when the valves no longer 
function or function poorly. 

What can be done? ‘ 

First of all, a diet of the simple fruits 
and vegetables to secure adequate elimina- 
tion is of paramount importance. 

Next, sharply curtail the quantity of food. 

Then there are some direct immediate 
measures both for relief and to assist elimi- 
nation. 

When there is danger of the vessels 
bursting and causing subcutaneous (under- 


neath the skin) hemorrhage, it is most ad- 


visable to wear a rubber stocking or some 
other confining bandage. 

To assist circulation a gentle massage 
given a few minutes several times a day, 


rubbing upward toward the heart, will be. 


found very efficient. This massage also 
tends to break up the clots and accumula- 
tion of decayed blood. | 

can also be of great assist - 


Dipping the hands in a cold water solu- 
tion of epsom salt, one pound of salt to 
two gallons of water, and briskly rubbing 
the areas of congestion, will help. After 


this dip a cloth or rag in this epsom salts 


water and place this on the varicose leg 
overnight.

Care of the Baby 


OU have heard me eulogize mother’s 

milk as contrasted with the other 
methods of children-feeding. I have made 
a statement that a relatively inferior 
mother’s milk supply is superior to art! 
ficial feeding. This statement requires 
some qualification and considerable explana- 
tion. 

After all there is a period when the 
mother should change baby’s dietary. 

Most women are in a state of continuous 
high nervous tension, This nervous tension 
plays a direct and important part in the 
quality of mother’s milk. 

If one were to make a chemical analysis 
of the milk and find every chemical element 
present it would still be no indication that 
mother’s milk was satisfactory. 

There is an element in milk which tran- 
scends chemistry. It is the relatively un- 
known vital factor impressed on the milk 
cells by the nervous condition of the 
mother. 

In previous issues I have stated some of 
these symptoms in which mothers should 
seriously consider weaning baby. I men- 
tioned such factors as loss of weight, loss 
of vitality, continued hunger cries, sleep 
lessness and marked irritability. 

There is one more factor which perhaps 


plays as vital a part as those I have men- 


tioned; namely, the nervous factor. It is a 
sad but truthful statement that not more 
than one out of fifty women are fit to nurse 
their babies. 

From the standpoint of nervous calm and 
complete peace of mind, when mother's 
tenseness and state of fear and worry be- 
come important to baby, irrespective of 
whether baby is physically gaining and 
otherwise fairly normal, ft is high time that 
mother took action. 

She should either attempt to calm her- 
self and gain control over her nervous sys- 
tem by removing the cause of irritation or 
she should begin to substitute supplemen- 
tary feeding, 

Each drop of milk that flows from the 
mother’s breast is a perfect replica and re- 
duplication of her physical, mental and 
nervous condition. A realization of this 
would make women less nervous and more 


fit for the nursing function of motherhood.

“We eat for replenishment, just as we 
sleep for replenishment, and drink for re- 
plenishment and breathe for replenishment. 
Replenishment is the law of life—the rule 
of life—the requirement of life. Replenish- 
ment is merely the thing of putting back 
what has been used up. We eat for exact- 
ly the same reason we wind our watch, or 
our phonograph. In the watch or the phono 
graph the winding is to replace the tension 
im the mainspring. In eating, the purpose 
ie to restore to the blood what it has given 
up to the life-cells since the hour it began to

“What shall we feed it? Food, is what 
we answer.

Of the 3513 applicants who sought employ- 
ment in a period of four months, 56 per 
cent were found to have bad eyesight, a 
ratio similar to that found in other indus- 
trial establishments. Only 5.5 per cent of 
this group had their vision corrected with 
glasses; 56 per cent were in need of glasses.

Was a Great Reader 


ROM the age of 5 the boy, Joseph, 
was a great reader; indeed, he did not 

remember where, how, and when he learned 
to read. Proficiency in reading was attained 
under his father, who was an exacting mas- 
ter. During a four month's leave to visit 
his old home, the lad picked up French 
from his little cousin’s governess; and at the 
age of 10 he had read French history, voy- 
ages, and much of Victor Hugo 
and other romantics. Dickens, 
Scott, and Thackeray he read 
in Polish, but Anthony Trollope 

de read for the first time in 
English. 

During his enforced exile, 
the father translated Hugo's 
“Toilers of the Sea.” It was 
when reading aloud to his 
father, who was unwell at the 
time, the proofs of his trans- 
lation that the son was first 
introduced to the sea in liter 
ature. | 

When the boy was in his 
ninth year, his mother died in 
Siberia. Joseph consoled him- 

Self by reading Shakespeare 
with his father. In 1886 a 
passport was granted to “Nob- 
leman Anuolinary N. Korsen- 
jouski and his son, Conrad, 
aged 10 pears, to travel abroad 
for the benefit of his health 
for three years.” 

The father returned to Cra- 
cow—which, by the way, is 
identified by Californians 
as the birthplace of Helene 
Modjeska—his health ruined 
and his spirit all but broken. 
He lingered for nearly eight- 
een months, attended by two 
noiseless nursing nuns. Mean- 
while Joseph was a day pupil 
at a prepatory school for boys 
and each evening he stadiod 
in the large bare drawing- 
room adjoining his father’s 
bedroom. Death visited the 

home on May 28, 1869; and 
half the population of the 
academic town walked in the 
funeral procession to render 
homage to the patriot who had 
suffered exile.

FTER some three years spent in the 
Mediterranean and in the West Indies, 


coast of England at Lowestoft, in Septem- 
ber, 1878, knowing scarcely a word of 
English language.

year, Joseph Conrad sent 


“almayer’s” to the T. Fisher Unwin pub- 


lishing house. To his surprise 
it was accepted. Thus encour- 
aged, he married an English- 
woman—he had himself de- 
come a British subject by nat- 

wralization in 1884—and set- 
led down with his wife in 
Brittany, broken in health, 
but with a wealth of experi- 
ences which he hoped soon to 
clothe in words. The next 
year appeared his first real 
success, “The Nigger of the 
Narcissus —the American title 
is “The Children of the Sea” 
—which ran serially in The 
New Review, then edited by 
William Ernest Henley, The 
house of Heinemann ~ pub- 
lished it in a red-covered shil- 
ling edition, and from that mo- 
merit Conrad’s reputation was 
established. 

Two years later appeared 
“Tales of Unrest,” which di 
vided with the late Maurice 

Hewilett's “The Forest Lov- 
ers,” and Sidney Lee’s “Life 
of Shakespeare” the London 
Academy's prize of 150 pounds” 
sterling for the year’s most 
worthy production. 

Then the Conrads moved to 
Essex. There Boris, their eld- 
est son, was born. That very 
evening the father began to 
write his short story, “Youth,” 
in a two-penny pocket book 
in pencil by the light of a 
galitary candle. He wrote all 
night. The next day the first 
draft was finished. The story 
as printed in Blackwood’s 

Magazine was finished in a 
week, It was based on an ac 
tual emperience in the Malay 
Archipelago. The decks of bis 
ship—a hulk called Palestine, 
bound for Bangkok—were 
blown up by accumulated coal- 
gas, and the smouldering fire 
lingered for days before port 
was made.

early days his chief literary friends 
were Ford Madox Hueffer, nephew of the

ETHER we walked about the grounds 
and took a look at his new palace.

VEIN as far back as that the Sulus were 

pirates, for it is known that the Rajah 
of Java sent the Rajah Baginda two ele- 
phants as a part of his tribute, and it is 
sald that at about the same time, the 
Rajah of Manila included in his gifts slaves 
of six different colors which according 
to the written records were red-eyed, white- 
eyed, blue-eyed and black-eyed. The red- 
eyed slaves were put on the western end 
of this island, the white-eyed in the section 
just east of Jolo, the black-eyed in the mid- 
dle of Jolo, and the blue-eyed at Luuk in 
the east. At that time not a single island 
in the Philippine archipelago was safe from 
marauders, and they continued their 
long after the Spaniards came in. 
For more than 300 years a war was waged 
between them and Spain, and when we took 
possession the Spaniards had been able to 
hold only a few walled towns here and 
there. This little city of Jolo was one of 
those towns. -
